Cholera at Calcutta 'ih increaaiiig Tiiere 
wore 157 deatlis fur tho week ending 
March 29th; 177 for tiie week ending 
April 5lh; and 253 for the week ending 
April 12th.

LORD BANDOLI'll CUURGBJLL. 

Lord Raiuiolph Churchill is oiio of the 
briglituat lueii in the Kiigliiih |jurliaiiieiit 
to-day. ile is young iind the public ca- 
reerthatriB'bofore'him'is fuU oE-proiniae. 
One of the leaders of the conservatives 
lio has already many enthusiastic , fullow- 
em; but being of an independent turn of 
mind he is often the cause of great con- 
sternation in the ranks of his party. The 
older and more sober conservutivea are 
startled to find him kicking over the traces 
aiid'exppstuiations have no effect for the 
spirited steed >irill not be restrained. A 
few weeks ago ha was hauled over tlie 
coals by the London Standard for puUiiif,' 
counter to Lord Salisbury and Sir Staf- 
ford Northeuto in connection with the or - 
fjanizatiun of the party. Tlie Standard as- 
sured the young gentleman, after rating 
him thoroughly, that the party leaders 
hud -, "no' desire to censure him 
personally, nor to drive him out of 
tiie party." On the contrary "they 
consider him to have vindicated his 
claims to a high po.sition in the 
councils of the party ; but the time has gone 
by when he can maintain an independent 
line of action which frequently thwarts 
the plans of the leaders." Lord Churchill 
next day wrote to the Standard saying he 
WHS "glad to iiave an opportunity of re- 
cognizing in the fullest manner the gener- 
osity and amiability" of his censors "in 
thus publicly abstaining from an act which 
neither they nor any one else had the 
alighteat power to perform. " Immediately 
after this fling of defiance Lord Randolph 
made another break in voting contrary to 
his party leaders on the francliiao ques- 
lion. Tlio old tnrioi were opposed to o.\- 
tending the franchise to the Irish peas- 
ants, but Lord Uhurchill threw all his in- 
fluence on, the other side uf the ques- 
tion. Hia principles are those of Lord 
Beaoonsfield, whose footsteps he seems to 
following, and as he has brains and op- 
purtunitiea lie will doubtless make his 
name famous among the councillors of the 
nation . 

' AMEIilCAiT' POLITWlS. 

Upon the death of President Garfield, 
Mr. Arthur succeeded hini. Mr. Blaine, 
who was Gartield's Secretary of State, re- 
tired. His successor found from dis- 
patches on file at the State OUico that 
during the few months the Garfield ad 
ministration had been in existence it hud 
opened a hostile correspondence witliOreut 
Britain on the suliject of the neutrality of 
the Isthmus of Darien, and with Chili on 
her treatment of I'eru. So tnenacinn was 
the tone of the dispatches from Mr. 
Blaine that the New York Times, in 
commenting upon them, said that it could 
not but regard the removal of Garfield by 
Guiteau as a merciful interposition of 
providence to avert a foreign war, Ar- 
thur's administration has been a peaceful 
one,''*rhe correspondence opened byBlaino 
was not followed up, and the matter 
has slumbered ever since. It is said that 
Blaine Js committed to a vigorous foreign 
policy and that his adniiniatration will bo 
the reverse of Arthur's. Some fear that 
many months will not elapse before the 
minds of the Americans will bu diverted 
by a foreign war from a contemplation of 
the financial disasters at home. Blaine is 
a native of Maine, a thorough politician, a 
grand orator and a matchless organizer. 
Logan, for vice-president, is a descendant 
(jf Logan, tlto famous Indian chief, and 
is a strong man. The ticket i.s a power- 
ful one. There is a large foreign element 
in the United States which favor a vigor 
0U8 foreiKn policy. They have formerly 
voted ^jritk the democrats, but the demo 
crats are weak and distracted and without 
a leader. Tilden is broken in health and 
if nominated might rn)t carry his own 
state — New York. Cleaveland i.s not a 
strong man, politically. Hancock is out 
of the fight. The democrats will nomin- 
ate a New York man because with that 
state and a united south they can win; 
but it looks as if the Blaine and Logan 
ticket would carry I he country with a 
rush. Failing that the tactics eini)loyed 
lo put in Hayes may be adopted. Blaine 
and Logan can be "counted in." 

THE WHiSKRY QUESTION IN 
THE UNITED ST A TES. 

The whiskey men have been making a 
hard fieht in Congress for the repeal of 
the tax on whiskey. The abundant har- 
vests of the last few years were taken ad- 
vantage of and immense quantities of 
whiskey made. The consequonco is an 
over-supply and there are now 80,000,000 
gallons lying in bunded warehouses, the 
tax. -jipon which, amonnting to $72,000, - 
OOO, will soon bo due. The' dealers, of 
course, are anxious to evade the tax; but 
it is not likely that they will succeed, 
though they are a power in politics. 
Thirty-two quarts of corn make almost 
sixteen quarts of whiskey. The corn is 
worth from fifty to sixty cents, the whole 
saler will reoeive'for'the whiskey from §10 
to §12, and tlie retailer from .?20 to S/o. 
Such largo profits offer strong inducements 
and the result is 1,200 registered distiller- 
ies and 200,000 licjuor dealer? in the 
United States, The internal revenue on 
liquor and tobacco limounts to §100,000,- 
000 a year and the import duty on foreign 
Konds yield .?200,000,000. These sums 
with other revenues pay all the expenses 
of the government and leave a surplus in 
the treasury of §100,000,000. What to do 
with this surplus is a question which has 
been puzzling the government. The whis- 
key men ingenuously point out that to 
repeal the tax would just solve the diffi- 
culty; but tho people don't ace it in that 
light. They think it would be better to 
lower the duties on tho necessaries of life 
than to provide tho "fire-water" at cheaper 
rates.

A 
physician was called, and pronounced 
ftlra. Cook's condition very critical, and 
expressed the opinion that the cut over 
her left lung would prove fatal.

C6ri€ JsLckct^ tliat Sink l.iUc 
Lead. 

.Since J\Ir. Vigor's arrival lie lina been 
busily uiigaged in inspecting the many 
steam ve.siels plying in tho watura of tho 
province. In some caB,;.s extensive rapairs 
auti alterations liuvi: been fc-und necessary, 
but in iiianj' inatancestlie 'ouiita h,ive passed 
satisfactorily. Auriiig llie appliances on 
soiuij of the boats which were found to be 
faulty were the life preserveta. L'lie (Jan 
adiaii law requires that each "j icket ' 
shall contain not leas than C<\ lbs. of best 
cork capable of lloating after '24 hours 
ininiBi'diou '23 lbs. of cast-irmi. lu aoiuo 
instances the cork with which the " jaok- 
otd " were stulTod was found to be granu- 
lated; in every cnao these were rejected, 
A Boston paper aaya of these granulated 
cork life-destroyers: 

In the district under tho control of 
Messrs. liurnhain and Savage, there ara 
about 40,000 life prisorvora carried on 
stt=iaiii vesse.ls, » ^reat majority being of 
the Kahiiweilei' pattern, and, under tliu 
order of Inspector Starbuok, the local 
inspectors will throw out all preat>rvor8 of 
this make. The Kulinwoiler preserver, or 
cork jacket, is made of granulated cork — 
i. t' , Cork ground (juite tine — and the lifo 
pruaarvur is divided into plaits, which are 
nlleJ with ground cork. The cork jackets 
on the City of Columbus wore of this pat- 
tern, and, aa will be roiiieinberud, brouglit 
all the bodies to which tliuy nero secured 
on to the be:iGli, but, owing to tho iiitenas 
cold, tho wearers of the j icketa were dead 
by the time tlioy reached the shoru. 

Kl'I.K 17 UK TUK KKUULiTIO.Nrt 

Goveriiiiij; sleaui vessels, prescribed by 
tha board of supervising inntructors, will 
govern the local inspectors lioruafter, and 
13 US folio tV3 : 

Every life preserver adjustable to tho 
body of u per.soti shall be made of Uood, 
sound cork blucks and other suitable ma- 
terial, with belts innl shoulder stra'js prop- 
erly aUached, uirI shall be so coii.-itructod 
as to pl;ice Llii5 cerk iindornoatli the shoul- 
dor.-! and arnniid tho body of tliu person 
wearing it; and it shall bo the duty of 
the iiiBpeclors to see by actual oxainina- 
tinn llial every such lifo prosarvor con- 
lams at least six poiin la of goodourk, 
which shall liavo a buoyancy of at least 
f.oir pounds tu each pound of cork. In 
speetors aro further required to direct 
s ich life preserrera to be distributad 
throughout the cabins, ataterooina, berths, 
and other places cunveniout for passengers 
on each steamer, and there slmli be a 
printed notice jiu-sted in every cabin and 
slatoroipiu, and in cciuapicuous places about 
the decks, iijoriuiiiij [lassongers of tlio 
looatuiii of lifo pruservors and other lifu 
saving appliances, and of the inodo of ap- 
plying or adjuatiiig the same. 

As will he snnn by the above, all life 
preservers not made of good sound cork 
blocks will be thrown out. Upon recoipt 
uf the comniuiiication from Iiispuctor 
.Staruuck, the Boston Board of Inspectors 
advised those steamship people interuslud 
of its purport, 'i'lie first ateaiuBr in- 
spected under the now rule was the 
.•Vcnsliiiet , and her preservers wore found 
to Collie jii.st within the rulo.s, and were 
accordingly [la.s-ied. The next ateainor to 
bo inspected was the ferryboat Hugh 
O'Brien, recently bought for the city of 
Boston. A twenty four pound weight 
wai attached to the cork jackets by Cap- 
tain Burn liaiii , the local inspector, but 
when thrown overboard it went to the 
bottom liko a lump of lead. Several 
more wore tried with the same rosult, 
and, accordingly, all of her '201} lifo pre- 
servers were condemned. These preserv- 
ers were furnished by contract, were of 
block cork, and cost about sevunty-Qvu 
cents e.icli. .-Vs will be noticed by tho 
above rule, all lifo preservers will be 
required to contain at least six pounds of 
good sound c rk blocks, having a buoy- 
ancy of ut least four pounds to each 
pound of cork, and no other can or will 
be paasud. The objection to tlie granu- 
lated cork preserver ia that tho cork is 
easily .soaked, thus becoming lisoless; or 
lhat, if the plaits burst, the fine cork runs 
out, lima reducing the lifting capacity of 
tho jacket. LI the inspectors stick to the 
law, at least two-thirds of all the cork 
jackets now in use upon harbor and coast- 
wise atenmera will have to be changed, at 
an uxpenae to the ownera of ateam vessels 
in this district alone of about $10,000. 



Tlic Salmon Trade. 

Uopiirta of light runs and sliort packs 
ciiiiie fl'iating Hurt li ward from Sacrainento 
and Columbia rivers. Tiie run in the 
Sacramento is certainly almost a f liluru; 
but it is by no mear.s certain that Colum- 
bia river,allliuugli the run thus far is very 
short as compared with last year'a,tnay nut 
make a better showing later in the aeuaon. 
Tt i-i II fact, however, that several Colum- 
bia river canning companies liavu gone out 
of the buainess and tills will reduce the 
pack very materially even if the last run 
should nciku up for the delicietiuies of tho 
first run. .Some persons who profess to 
gauge the situation accurately put the 
short, ige as cnnpared with the yield of 
la.st yi-.u- at h-.m 10 t" 50 per cent. On 
i''ra3er riviM ihe following ustiiblialiments 
will not puck thi.-i season: British .-Vmeri- 
C'lii, Hritisli Coluiiibin, British Union, 
Deltii (Juniiiiig Company ,Findlay Durham 
A- P.rodio, tl. H.iigh A Sons and E. A. 
Wadliains. These seven canneries packed 
52,!I00 ci.ses in 1883, so thnt provided tho 
otluir.s pack as much as last year (an oi- 
treuie eslnnate) the supply from thai 
source will be 47,79*2 cases for 1884 against 
100,092 caaos last season. Under the in- 
Huciico of the reports of light packs prices 
at .San Francisco for Columbia river 
liraiuls have advanced 2i to 5 cents per 
do/.'ii,

white men in the uoigliburhoodof Ucletah' 
raiicheria. The persoii who told Rlr. 
Maytiard of the all'air w.ts .Mr. .lames Mc- 
Norhanie who canm down on tho Otter 
last Friday, He suy.a ho went up north 
in company with iMr. IM. Ireland, Capt. 
Sturt and iMr. Merrill. Tiiay, liuwevur, 
went ofl'to Desolation Sound to look at a 
timber claim of Start's, and he went up 
timber prospeetii:g in a canoe with two 
Indians to Seym lur Narrows. On re- 
turning from theiico to the Indian ranch, 
about 10 miles above the rapids, lio and 
the Indians in the canoe heard the wail 
of a woman. On rounding a point of tho 
river they met an old Indian woman and 
a little girl in a canoe. Tha old woman 
made a statement to tho Indians with Mr. 
iMcNerhanio, which they interpreted as 
follows: — She said that two white men 
cams to Ucletah in a schooner and invited 
Charley, her son, and his little brother 
on board and gave Charley some whiskey, 
and that they must have got into a fight 
with him and killed him and then thrown 
him overboard. That they then hoisted 
sail and wont down tho coast. Before 
the voaael sailed her husband wont on 
board to look for Charley mid tho boy, but 
could not find them. He also searched 
round in the husli without ell'oct, he 
therefore, concluded that they must have 
both been killod. The old woman was on 
her way in the canoe to see a aon of hers 
who was fishing further up the river for 
tha purpose of telling liim what had oc- 
ourrud. Thocaiioos then parted, and Mr. 
MoNorhanie proposed to the Indians to 
go ou to Nanaiino or Coniox and report 
tha mutter and find out what schooner 
had passed down. The old Indian, how- 
ever, replied that Charley was no tillicuin 
of Ilia, and declined toge, and the steam 
er Otter overlaking them earlier than 
was exiiected Mr. McNerhaiiiu went lui 
boaril. 'I'lio woman stated that the atl'air 
ha|)penefl two days before she left and 
thai the name of one of the white men 
was Bell. Such was the story of the wo 
man who evidently believed (as tho miss- 
ing parties were nowhere to be found) 
that evil had happened lior two sons. 
Under the circuniataiices there is some- 
thing curious about the afl'air. Charley 
might have been landed and been lying 
drunk in the busliea somewhere, but the 
boy also was missing, in spite of tho searcli 
that was made. flir. McNerhanie saw 
Charley as he passed up; he was then 
engaged in dug lishiiig and said ho had 
some 200 gallons of oil on hand. Tlio 
Indiana in this locality are said not to 
bear a good repiitntinn and Omrhiy was 
probably no hotter than his neighbors. 
Wlion Jlr. McN'erhaliie passed tho Ucle- 
tah raiicheria on the steamer Otter he ob- 
served very few Indians present. Tlieso 
are the facts «a related by Mr. McNer 
lianio; the missing Indian and boy may 
possibly have turned up by this time; but 
if they have not the case demands some 
enquiry.

Sui'e'Kssfi'i. o.xperiniont.s witli a new 
dynamito gun liave boon made at Fort 
Hamilton in New York harbor. The gun 
is forty feet long and four inches in di 
ameter; the projectile ia hollow, made of 
wood, capiiod with steel. In the hollow 
is placed the dynamito cartridge, and the 
theory is th:it the projectile, falling upon 
ship or fort, tho dynamite will be ex- 
ploded. Of course, the explosion of dyna- 
mite is more terrible than the basting of 9 
shell or a torpedo; in fact, it means the 
complete destruction of everything williin 
a wide range. The experiinoiit showed 
that, with the exercise of care, there wan 
no danger to the gunners in firing these 
powerful projectiles; but the full charge 
was not used in any cusc and there was no 
attempt to secure an explosion of the pro- 
jectile. Thoy provedconclusivoly, however, 
that the now gun is a forniidable wea- 
pon, before which even tliu works of 
Gibraltar would bo found of small value 
aa defenaes. Properly mounted at the 
entrance uf our harbor, tliey would auflice 
to keep a largo uavy at bay, for on ahoio 
tho faci'it 04 for guarding the guiiiie a 
could be made more thorough than on 
board ship. With this new weapon, also, 
the ationgest ironclads will be put on 11 
level with ordinary war veasela, aa victory 
weu'd depend upon superior skill in hand- 
ling the gun, and not on the ship's armi- 
ment.

A corieapondeut of tlie I^tndvn Mail 
glve«'B0hUH iiiterestinfj details of tho dif- 
Bcalti'ea'of transporliiig an army by tho 
Nile route from Cairo tu Khartoum. He 
sums up u3 foUowa: — Thus a force follow- 
ing tliia route would reach Khartoum 
after 1,377 inilua of travel, madL' up of (1) 
a railway journey of 'J54 milea; (^2) dis- 
embaccatipQ from railway, and cnibarca- 
tion.on Bteainera and bnrgear iind a journey, 
of 2^ inilea by river; (3) dlseinbarcatibn 
from steamer and embarkation on railway, 
and railway jnunioy of seven miles; (4) 
embarcation again un the atoamer and 
bnata, and a journey uf 111 miles; (5) di.-"- 
ambarcation and a march with camel tran- 
sport across a deacit for 230 milea; ^C) 
embarcftion' again on steamers and 'boats, 
and a journey' of 441 milea to, Khartoum.' 
it ia clearthat the labour and difticulties of 
tliia route lie in tho chaiigea of conveyance 
and in tho desert '230 miles. Tlio former 
of these obstacles ia well Itnnwn to our 
army, the letter is new, I'ho Koruako to 
Ahu Barnard deaort ia more than usually 
repellant; It is a desert absolutely fero- 
cious in its deaolation. The camel alone 
can face it without fear. It can go to for 
ton days without drinkini», and 
for 20 days without eating; but privation 
such a.i this is an estronio limit 
uf its cnduranco, and will kill the 
weakly beasts. Tho longest march uf tho 
great'tfade'caravan on the 40 days' route 
from Darfour ia ten days without water or 
f.^rage. Generally, cainols should have 
tilb. of grain of a day and a little water if 
oontinuous. work is demanded of them. Tlie 
roirular average pace of a camel ia and two 
a half mile an hour, and the regular aver- 
age day's journey is '25 milea. Tliiia camels 
will travi^rse the doaert from Koroako to 
Abu Hamad' in ton days, drinking only at 
tho \Vell9 midway, and carrying but a 
small quantity of forajje for themselves, 
and thoy are able therefore to bear their 
burden almost entu'cly for those who uao 
them. Their regular load is from 4001b. to 
5001b. Eiiglisli soldiers could not be com- 
mitted ^^iiuch a desert witheata proriaion 
of water at the rate of a gallon per man 
per day, that is, a weight of 101b. of water 
a (lay or lOOlb. of water for a journoy. 
With allowance for leakage and evapora- 
tion, which the exporicnco of the recent 
campaign allowed to bo about 30 per cent., 
and with a small margin for the necessi- 
ties of the sick and ailing, tho supply per 
man for the journey should probably be 
set down at not an ounco leas t!ian lOOlb. 
The man's food, with allowance for the 
material it is preserved in, must bo reck- 
oned at 31b. a day or 301b. for tho journey . 
Thus the food and water to be curried or 
each soldier (yould. amount to 1801b. , and 
should': pr )baBly;^l6r the aako*©/ safety be 
sot doivii at 2001b? For ifthe 250 miles 
is to "lie traversed at the rate of 25 milea a 
day, it is_ not probable tliat the soldiers 
would be able to do much niarchinc. 
Provision must bo made for carrying them 
on camels, man's weight with accoutre- 
ments will be about t^OOlb., and tiiat, add- 
ed tO; tha weight of; water and 'food, .neces- 
sary 'for liiin, amounts to tho ordinary 
burderi of a camel — 4061b. On this com- 
putation it may be said tliat to croaa such 
a desert in ten'days a camel per man will 
be required for the man and his water and 
his rations alone. Then there is the tran- 
sport of the ammunition and of tho me- 
dical stores and appliances to be added, of 
fuol.and of tents. Tents must bo consider- 
ed requisite, wliother the operations should 
be in winter or summer — -ia sunuiier for a 
aholter from tho great heat, and in winter 
from the extreme cold which at nishb aeta 
in on jthe deaort.
